Orchestral death knellfshake-up 


Boris Ford 


These nre heady times for the 
Inspectorate, now in the process uf 
the internal reorganization described 
elsewhere in this issue. The HMIs 
are not everybody’s paragons. Once 
feared, they have had to make the 
uneasy passage from one dispensa- 
tion to another. There was a time 
when, they seemed to be losing their 
judgmental role and becoming ad- 
visers only. Now, In the post- 
Callaghan age, they have been pro- 
jected to the centre of the singe, 
their influence increased, their re- 
sponsibilities enlarged in respect of 
both their traditional roles us 
guardians of standards and advisers 
on curriculum. 

The politicians having moved in, 
end having decided to mobilize pub- 
lic opinion as a counterweight to 
the tcacl ting profession, it must be 
to the local authorities and to the 
Inspectorate that the education ser- 
vice must look to defend essential, 
though rightly limited, values ot 
autonomy and professional indepen- 
dence, against the expediency of 
present political demands. The In- 
spectorate has a peculiar relation- 
ship with both politicians and ad- 
ministrators. The value of the ad- 
vice given by the IIMIs depends on 
Their maintaining a certain distance 
from the routine exigencies of policy 
execution. They have retained 
something of the special status im- 
plied by their royal title, but at 
the same time it is well-established 
that they arc at the disposal of the 
Minister. 

In the present context, the In- 
spectorate’s first task is to counter 
the more simplistic and naive 
demands for a centrally determined' 
curriculum, and a set of narrow and 
constricting national examinations 


io enforce il. It is quite .thinning 
to i bin k that there is .still h barile 
to he fit tight in keep Lhe Philistines 
out. Hut Mr Cullaglian let the imp 
nut of the bottle. It is now all too 
easy to invent a ubiquitous political 
imperative to introduce this, or 
that, damaging constraint, not be- 
cause this could necessarily prove 
beneficial, but because “the poli- 
ticians ” cannot be denied. It may 
have been a mistake to bur them 
from the .secret garden for 5 a long, 
but dii.s is not to say they should 
now be a Unwed to trample all 
over the flower beds. 

There Hre encouraging reasons 
for believing that the Inspectorate 
recognizes the dangers. It believes 
that it is still passible to estab- 
lish, by mutual consent, clearer 
guidelines in Important areas of the 
curriculum, without destroying the 
autonomy of the profession or the 
initiative of the l.e.a.s. Above all, 
the Inspectorate understands whttt 
the politicians find so difficult to 
Grasp — that the curriculum is some- 
thing much less tangible than a 
crude set of rules about the com- 
position of the school tiiuctnhle ; 
that between the public curriculum 
and what actually happens, there is 
a great gulf fixed. Politicians mid 
administrators could, conceivably, 
act by fiat at the level of timetables 
and examination syllabuses, but if 
they want to alter what actually 
happens, they come up against the 
fundamental questions of curri- 
culum development — how to impli- 
cate the teachers themselves as 
fully as possible in the process be- 
cause. without this commitment, the 
mosL sophisticated development 
process is sterile.

Newcastle upon Tyne has announced 
9 per cent growth in its education 
budget fur the coining year. Not 
only are the education and nthcr 
scrviccs being maintained at this 
year’s levels, with a Imih-in 15 per- 
cent increase in cover inflation, the 
'.e.a, is increasing its spending on 
many new items. 

These include appointment of 54 
more teachers, nml 57 nuii-leucliiug 
staff, und the sounding of £230,000 
when tho city takes over Lwn Roman 
Catholic direct grain schools which 
are to cuinc into the comprehensive 
system as voluntary uided schools 
in September. This brings a further 
220 staff on to the payroll. 

Mr Jack Chndderinn, director of 
education, .said oil Tuesday of ter 
the i'diir.11 iuu commit l ee had 

approved il s esiiui.ii''s fur 1977-78: 
It is u delightful Imilgei. All the 
teaching and 11011-teaching unions 
are delighted with it.”

Benefits case 
may help

Poly graduates 
stand better 
chance of jobs 

Polytechnics arc now turning out 
more than 10,000 graduates a year, 
according to statistics released this 
week by the Com mil tee of Directors 
of Polytechnics. 

Their survey of first degree aiul 
Higher National Diploma students 
who left polytechnics In 1975 shows 
there were 10,473 graduates and 
2,975 HND students. The graduate 
output represents an increase of 
50 per cent over 1973. 

Courses validated by the Cuimcil 
for National • Academic Awards 
were followed by 8(i per cent of 
polytechnic first degree graduates ; 
54 per cent of these entered pernm- 
neiu employment compared with 
3<J per cent of students following 
external university courses. 

“ It is dear that CNAA graduates 
more readily find employment” 
say the committee. 

It also says that more CNAA 
graduates went on to further aca- 
demic study (8 per cent compared 
with 6 per cent). “This higher pro- 
pot lion could also he seen as evi- 
dence of a higher academic achieve- 
ment among polytechnic graduates 
from CNAA courses.”

Industry may bo urging schools 
to test pupils more thoroughly, but 
only one in 14 of die companies in 
the sample, which included the 
public sector, lest all tlieir potomiul 
recruits. And even those manage- 
ments that are keen oil testing 
other people are reluctant to submit 
themselves in the process: num- 
ugei's are die leust tested category 
of employee, and undergo routine 
testing in only one in 12 of the 
companies. Nearly half the firms, 
however, test some clerks and secre- 
taries. 

All but a small minority of the 
firms surveyed are convinced that 
selection tests should only be used 
in conjunction with other proce- 
dures ; and two thirds are not sure 
whether selection constitutes an in- 
vasion of privacy. Nearly half the 
Firms are happy with the existing 
safeguards against tests being mis- 
used, and an overwhelming majority 
oppose the introduction of any 
legislation to govern their use.

A lung- torn! remedial plan i> 
needed. A proposal, supported by 
muij y mnlhematlcians iu tbe Uni- 
versity of London, some polytech- 
nics and at the Institute of Educa- 
rion, is that there should be a 
schedule of qualification for mathe- 
matics teachers, with several levels. 

The general idea is that u teacher 
would be qualified lo teach at a 
certain level if he or she had 
attained the next level up. This 
req uire ment would be in addition 
in the usual professional teaching 
certificate. Onco the schedule is 
agreed between the DUS and the 
teaching profession, it could be 
immediately applied to all new 
recruits. 

Since most pi Unary school 
teachers arc required to reach some 
inatliumuttcs, 0 level would became 
the normal minimum qualification 
for intending primary schotii 
teach ci-s. This goal is less remote 
now, because the great reduction 
iu Hie number of places at Ihe for- 
mer ('ullages nf educutiun iilhmd 
iliem Lii be more selective.

a centralised curriculum is created and disseminated in France, and what those at the 


receiving end think about the system 


It may just be coincidence that the senior 
chief of Her Majesty's Inspectors is an 
ex-university teacher of French. What Is 
not in doubt is that Miss Sheila Browne 
and the HMrs have a lively enough 
Interest in France to toy with two key 
ideas of the French educational system : 
a nationally defined curriculum, and a 
powerful inspectorate to enforce it. Miss 
Browne herself took an active part in 
the French inspectorate’s annual confer- 
ence last year. 

So it Is timely, as Shirley Williams 
begins her round of consultations, to sea 
how the French define and create a curri- 
culum, what it looks like, how they 
impose it legally and through their 
inspectorate, and wliat some people see 
as the consequence. 

Defining a curriculum has never been 
a problem for the French. They have 
been doing it ever since Napoleon estab- 
lished a national, system so that he could 
move liis vast army of /oh ctiorin aires or 
state employees around the country. The 
University of Pads, given the job of run- 
ning the system, got the most eminent 
intellectuals of the day to define what 
the educated person shruld know j a kind 
of minimum baggage r-E knowledge. 

^^ ssc ?^ a ^ 3r ' a practice designed for 
5,000 has been extended to cover 22 
million : the whole of a modern edeicn- 1 
tion system, from nursery school through 
to university. The French sidestep some 
of the difficulties by defining curriculum 
quite simply as syllabus or course pro- 
gramme, and not “ everything that hap- 
pened m school today And they do il 
in a way which is still reminiscent of 
the eighteenth-century intellectuals, or 
savants.

The Open University is [Kittle n la rly "open* 
tu common t — both pusltivu and negurive. No 
one doubts its importance as an educational 
experiment, or the richness which, along with 
many forum of continuing education, it can 
bring to the lives and careers of men and 
women who, for whatever reason, have not 
trodden nil the other roads to university 
education. 

Its publications nud course materials — both 
written and visual — are very much in ilia 
public domain. Often published in association 
with commercial publishers, their tuxt-hooks 
reach a wide and varying readers hip, and not 
only In this country. They carry, as dn the 
publications of any university, someth lug of 
a seal oE academic approval — even though 
no ono would suggest that every sentiment 
expressed la such publications is the 
" official" view of die university. 

Understandably, therefore, It is a matter 
of public interest when some of that output 
appears, as it did to a Sheffield university

Fnitr novels, all by I l»n writers, are 
cniiccnial in ilio main with Eastern 
Nigeria. One deals with a period 
just before independence, tivo with 
the civil war and the last with pre- 
coloiiial or even prehistoric times. 

The best of the bunch is The 
Bride Price by Buclii Emccheta, a 
cautionary tale set hi the 1950s. A 
young girl who lows her father has 
to return with her mother and 
younger brother to her family's 
home village. There her mother is 
“inherited ” by her father’s brother. 
She is allowed to continue her edu- 


cation begun in Lagos but only be- 
cause this will enhance her bride

In The Bride Price there is no 
.strain in the dialogue ; it is English 
without any attempt in base it on 
a translation from lhn. This is 
something that cm mm lie said about 
the next two novels. Both nf them 
suffer from the fact LliuL English has 
to serve for Englirii, Pidgin English 
and I ho. Thesu different forms of 
English often represent specific 
social settings and need to be care- 
fully handled. In both novels tlic 
translation of Ibo is unsuccessful be- 
cause it is so unnatural. 

Of the two, Ukwcnsi’s novel is the 
more successful. Me was a broad- 
caster during the Biufrun war and 
the bonk is clearly based on his own 
experiences. 

It tells Hie story of a radio 
broadcaster, James Odugo, as the 
war ends and peace is proclaimed.

Melville described Redburn, his 
fourth novel, as “u thing which r, 
the author, know to be trash ” The 
novel concerns the development of 
Wellingborough Redburn from inno- 
ence through experience to self- 
knowledge. His Lravels take him 
from New York to the vividly des- 
cribed poverty of early nineteenth- 
ceotury Liverpool, and thence on a 
mysterious escapade amid the shock- 
ing carry-on of London. On the 
tragic journey home Redbiurn wit- 
nesses starvation, cholera and victi- 
misation. All this undoubtedly 
derives from Melville’s own experi- 
ences as a cnbin-boy. 

But there is more of Interest here 
dun either biographical data o r Mel- 
ville^ own deprecation indicate. A 
number of themes emerge which 
shape the course of Mclvillo's writ- 
ing career. These include the Inevit- 
able gravitation of innocence towards 
evil; the dual function of a voyngo

Truth and Beauty ", In other words, 
Pne was miraculously engendered 
from tlic soul of Keats and the mind 
of Newton and, this anthology 
claims, became both apocalyptic 
prophet and piuiieer of science 
fiction. 

Poe has ahvuys provoked a diverg- 
ence of critical opinion. He has 
been cited as the inventor of the 
detective story and as the major 
precursor of the French Symbolist 
movement. Whatever the critical 
claims and controversies, though, 
these stories display Poe's hallmarks 
of variety of effects and Ills com- 
mnnd of detail and exposed-nerve 
atmosphere. 

After u colourful early career, 
Sherwood Anderson made his way 
to Chicago and bccunia a writer. 
This coincided with the discovery 
in the early decades of the twen- 
tieth century that there was « 
classic American literature which 


included Melville and Poe as ninjor 
vxciiiplars. 

Writing mosily about small towns 
mid ordinary people in the Middle 
West, Aiidc-rsnii pitted the instinc- 
tive bclinvioLii nf his people against 
the stiiiuliirdi/mion which lie 
believed was inescapable. Undoubt- 
edly ibis now scums more sentimen- 
tal, K'ss con vine ing ilmu it was io his 
cuntciupoi nrics. 

Where Hamid Beaver provides 
some of ibe unifying elements for 
bis collection nl‘ Poe’s stories, 
Anderson provided bis own for the 
stories in Wineshurg, Ohio, the book 
which brought him recognition and 
influenced many writers including 
Faulkner and Hemingway. These 
elements include the common con- 
text of a small Midwest town ; a cen- 
tral character, the young newspaper 
reporter George Willard in whom 
the inhabitants confide their odd 
states of mind ; and the author's 
gift, as Malcolm Cowley writes In 
the introduction, “ for summing up, 
for pouring a lifetime into a 
moment 

These works share no particular 
critical unity. They are, however, 
crucial either, as with the Melville, 
in appreciating the career of the 
author or, as with the Poe and 
Anderson, for the insights they give 
into' the development of American 
literature. They also illustrate the 
extent to which Penguin Books are 
enlarging their library of American 
literature. •

Along the way the lads encounter 
gypsies ; take for some miles to the 
wild lonely stretch of a deserted 
drove way; and Rory even finds 
himself in a Birmingham prison for 
practising die mysteries which he 
had leurnt from the secret brother- 
hood, who know how tu bring 
horses totally within their com- 
mand. 

It is the realty poor that interest 
Mrs Miles. The Irish peasants mid 
tho English vagabonds and vagrants 
in this story are much more fully 
realized than the wicked colonoi ana 
Ids somewhat sinister lady.

Thbre are fas- 
cinating titbits concerning the dove-, 
lopmbnt of many oE the familiar 
trade names, comments on tndse 
who, have worked so hard to make 
their Industry a success and many 
tables and lists relating to produc- 
tion,. supply; and demand, expendi- 


ture, sales, duty on goods, imports 
and so on. 

The second section concerns the 
factors influencing consumption. 
There are two studies on people's 
living standards, one directly con- 
corned with alcohol. Further 
studies are oil groceries and the 
comer shop and an J. Lyons &. Co 
Lid — both of which are interesting 
to anyone wishing to know more 
about what goes on bebim} the 
scenes at their, local shop or when 
they go out to dinner. Another 
paper on regional variations. in di4t 
is a fusing as well as discerning. 

Finally, the third section explains 
basic principles of nutrition, gives 
an historical survey and explains 
how nutrition! surveys are obtained: 

In all. this is a very welcome arid 
interesting book, though some, im- 
portant studios are excluded, e g.

Activity generates heat, so 
naturally in tho summer when the 
activity of the auts is at its peak 
the nest will be hotter. The neat 
engendered by the sun's rays seems 
to have little bearing ou the interior 
nest temperature. 

It would be interesting to plot

Once the roles are grasped it is 
a simple und enjoyable game which 
can develop some intricate thought, 
not unlike chess.

At first sight this scents admir- 
able— a specialist visiting ilia 
school to take care of the areas in 
which the class teachers* knowledge 
might be lacking. However, with 
once weekly visits the norm, tin* 
rc\s|>misil>iliiy for follow-up i urk, 
rehearsal and general promotion of 
inrerest lies firmly within uie 
school. 

Unfortunately, a working partner* 
ship is not always achieved. Most 
“ peris" will udmil they have 
schools on their timetables m which 
I he iiistrumeiiial work docs nor get 
uff the ground. One remedy would 
he for u member of the advisory 
staff, or the head of instrumental 
music, to research a school’s follow- 
up resources before allocating peri- 
patetic help. A second might lie 
to educate tite class music teachers 
in how best to support the work 
of the specialist. 

Some authorities run short 
courses with, this in inind, but 
iitaindmiCe has not been up to 
expectations, and iliose who attend 
may have already developed an 
interest ; (here is a danger of 
preaching to the converted rather 
than proselytizing. 

The full-time peripatetic must go 
about his business while timetabled 
activities carry on all around ; lie 
must try to fit in as belt he can. 
The school mHy be overcrowded and 
short-staffed and finding room can 
be a problem. 

In secondary schools, teachers of 
other subjects are often unwilling 
ro release pupils for music lessons. 
Cum plicated rotas have to be 
devised to avoid acrimony. Most 
frustrating of all. seemingly endless 
spadework all too often leads to no 
end-product. 

The music centre provides an 
attractive alternative and solves 
many of these problems. Normally 
situated on secondary sclrool 
premises after school hours or on 
Saturdav mornings,, the centre en- 
ables children to receive tuition, 
take part In ensemble work, mid 
meet others wilii similar Interests. 
The extra-curricular nature of this 
system demands enthusiasm, but 
there is no need to regard the music 
centre as a hothouse for gifted 
children , exclusively ■ (though soma, 
centres do fulfil this requirement).

Changing 
child rearing 

A. M. Evans 

One of the major social and edu- 
cational problems today is the under 
achievement of many children due 
to an insufficiently ‘stimulating 
home environment. The few 
schemes that have tried lq tackle 
educational deprivation have 
approached the problem From out- 
. side rather then inside the family 
unit, LHtfe progress has been made, 
because the home environment has 
remained the : dominant influence,

What is needed is a course In 
parenthood which emphasizes the 
way in which the parent can affect 
the conceptual development of the 
child. 

Ideas which educationists take for 
granted may bo quite new to the 
average school leaver and eventual 
average parent. It Is worth asking 
a class of senior pupils whether 
they can see any reason for a child 
of two or three being given crayons 
to scribble with, and illustrating 
the point with some typlcql toddler’s 
graffiti. The answer is likely to 
be that it might keep tlie child quiet. 

Future parents who see no con- 
nexion between scribbling, drawing 
and writing are not likely to 
associate looking at picture books 
vrith learning to read, let alone 
playing with water with concepts of 
spatial reJatioin ships. 

Schools which offer subjects like 
social studies or human relations 
should not find it difficult to fit 
education for parenthood Into their 
timetables. The aim should not bd 
to produce a potential parent fluent 
*2 Malinowski’s soolo-linguistic 
theory. The best method involves 
anecdote, role playing, discussion 
and practical activities, with the 
eventual formulation of a few 
principles of child rearing. 

As an example we can take die 
crucial question of language develop* 
ment. One could start by telling 
about the so-called “wolf 
child (this is too macabre to fall 
to s&in interest) and describing its 
limited gfcunts. The class will enjoy 
joining in. This leads. to a dls- 
cusslon about why wolf-children and 
deaf children find it hard to talk.

SACRED AND SECULAR 

Christopher Dcarnley reviews vocal music 


Thu Rrc-.it quiiniiiy uf vocal music 
presumed fur review iixiicaies iliut 
music publishing is a flourishing in- 
dustry. Experience of foiled 
auempis lo ulna in music iliac has 
proved its worth and usefulness 
often suggests nilwririsi 1 . 

Vet an enterprising music direc- 
tor. backed by generous funds, could 
have a field day .selecting from 
recent publications of vocal music. 
Whether in sheet or volume format 
i here is music for all demands of 
classroom and choral groups. There 
is no need to resoit to rhe laborious 
process of copying (by hand, of 
course) pieces thin are out of print 
when there is so much to choose 
from in current catalogues. 

In the sphere of sacred music the 
standard is set by rhe RSCM’s Festi- 
val Service Book 8— The City. Des- 
cribed as “ a meditation in words 
and, music ", this comprehensive col- 
lection Is truly ecumenical in out- 
look and content. Excellent value 
too (Raya] School of Church Music, 
Croydon ; £1.60, or 80p for mem- 
bers).

Let us now praise Individual initia- 
tives. The Rev Norman Warren 
has written an operetta, to words 
by Elspeth Stephenson, for hifi 
young parishioners at Leamington 
Spa. Not only that, ho has been 
bold -enough to publish it, and Ht 
a price (GOp) that puts the estab- 
lished- publishing business to, 
shame. ; _ 

Mr Warren's flock should be 
prolid to have a vicar wboAe sense 
of vocation extends to the compo- 
sition of such a ' charming ' rural' 
morality; the publication of Mary 
Jones, however, is an act of faith in 
community culture tbat deserves all 
our admiration. 

The story Is set in late eighteenth- 
century Wales; and tells, with clas- 
sic un sophistication, of 1 a young 
girl's determination to learn to 
read, and her. efforts to save up to 
buy a Bible. There are ’no gim- 
micks, no technicolor dreamcoats. 
Words and mttslc both express a 
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-totally disarming, unadorned con- 
viction. 

Scored for piano, it would sound 
especially effective, I imagine, 
played on an old-fashioned har- 
monium with acoustic guitar giving 
sortie rhythm support, and there are 
places as well where tin whistle and 
slmbJa tambour could be added 
with advantage. Some care in choos- 
ing Instruments is always advisable 
In amateur productions, since much 
of the mjj sIc’s character may be 
lost or neutralized if only a piano 
Js.used-

Next day we song the Mummy 
swig again, looking at the words 
on i/be chart. 

The children remembered the 
words well. Perhaps the tupped 
rhythnts at tlte end of the lines fta'd 
served - as subconscious repeti- 
tions? Had I not read somewhere 
that It is easier to remember what 
is sung than said ? 

Jenny offered to sing Mummy’s 
PRrt: “no" “maybe" and “yes” 
We divided into three groups to 
clap tiie rhythms after the three 
lines. We tried “echo" singing; I 
sang a lino at a time, die children 
repeated each one. It seemed os if 


ilic- in-sound helped the rliiUlren in 
hear -the notes “inside ilieir heads” 
and sing reasonably in Lime. 

And su we sang our way Hirmip.ii 
the songs, about sand in sandwiches 
by the sea, com furling Nanny ufler- 
in*: imps. falling, flopping and fidget- 
ing Fiona, h-ikI kippers, kept in 
kipperhrrxes. We walked .like 

dumpy, diittv diiinsiKirs and 

splashed in puddles like bail Bobby. 
(Mu-ii v 'if -the songs could bo dianui- 
tized and used for Music and Move- 
nt cut.) 

Comments and reactions varied. 
"This one Is brilliant " fio.ni Simmi 
made* me feel it was all worth while 
writing a new song, r made colour- 
coded cards, upon lvtiicli were the 
word's of the snugs, mid rhe chil- 
dren sorted them into lines mid 
songs, and read or snug them to 
one another. 

The songs oil rhe walls were use- 
ful for spelling reference. “ Ready? 
Oh, yes, in rhe bedtime song.” 
“Birthday? Find it in Yvonne’s 
song.” I used the songs for “ miss- 
ing words " cards and sentence mak- 
ing. Deborah found that the “ sleepy 
.song” was easy to plHy on the xylo- 
phone. and recorder. 

Now, at the end of the year, it 
s hard to assess the influence music 
has had on the children's reading 
development, but it seems to have 
helped especially the slow readers. 
The children, who cmne up from 
the reception cluss last September 
without tjic comfort of a reading 
book, are now at the. end of tlte 
year enjoying their fifth book. 

Tito clear pronunciation, which is 
necessary far singing, has improved 
both the children’s speech and spell- 
ing. The children have learnt to 
notice the sequences of letters dur- 
ing the short sessions of .studying 
the songs, and the many repetitions 
in the text have helped iiiemur'/.a- 
tiou. 

The words of the songs have con- 
solidated and widened the vocabu- 
lary oF the rending scheme, Thu 
disciplines of mclodv, tempo and 
rhythm have, I think, sharpened 
the children's listening power and 
soif-control. < 

And, perhaps most imporiunt of 
all, the enjoyment and ins pirn lion 
of singing, rhythm-lapping mul 
movement has given the imp on nit 
incentive to learn— it is fun to do, 
and therefore successful,

It seems reasonable to expect 
that local authorities should give 
awards for children to study with 
private teachers in their own studios 
so that the teachers could maintain 
their freedom and independence. At 
iho same time, pupils should be al- 
lowed to join in with any other 
activities of a music centre torches- 
tra, chamber music, choir etc). 

The cost of small subsidies are 
minimal when compared to the 
salaries of full-time stoff or the ex- 
pense of bringing part-time teachers 
bug distances to the centres.

Thu prnhlems uf Hie umsKimlingly 
luk-uled children have been partly 
solved by ilic format ion of special 
resi deiiii.il music schools, but these 
mainly p-nvido for those who are 
totully committed to a musical car- 
eer at nil early ago— a kiiiuII minor- 
ity. In nddlilun, they lire expensive 
to null main, so can only uilmit child- 
rui\ of those purcnls who have die 
.money to puv iheniselves or the 
backing of a local or national auth- 
ority. 

In the iattor case, un administra- 
tor would hnve to decide whether 
to spend money on one potentially 
talented child or the same amount 
on at least ten others who blight be 
able to receive training which is . 
as good locally, assuming there Is 
a reputable private teacher in the 
area and the aforementioned cooper- 
ation between advisers and head 
teachers. 

It is important to realize that 
many children who are' admitted to 
special music schools have been 
initially well taught bv private tea- 
chers, otherwise their tdlent might 
not have been recognized. If the out- 
standing are to given special privi- 
leges then all voung children should 
be given the same chance to prove 
their ability. 

Alternatively, there is a case for 
those who wish to keep their options 
open without committing themselves 
to a musical career too soon ana 
enjoy a broader educational outlook 
and more varied social contacts, 
while living at home and attending 
a local school but still specializing 
in musical performance. This is 
where the good private teacher can 
be such an asser. , 

I would hope that if music advi- 
sers were able to unite with private 
teachers there could only be benefit 
to all. What could be more exciting 
than the prospect of ever increas ng 
numbers of young people being 
involved in making music at all 
l evels? ’ • . • •

We are living in an era when high 
energy physicists and astrophysi- 
cists, burrowing ever deeper in their 
search for the fundamental particles 
and the forces which link them, 
believe that they may be within 
sight of a comprehensive new 
“world picturo”, ihe key to our 
ultimate understanding of the uni- 
verse. Much of this research is ex- 
pensive, requiring giant particle 
accelerators for the successors of 
the “ atom smashing ” experiments 
of not so long ago, now seen as 
pretty small beer In retrospect, and 
much of the- language of the re- 
searchers Is, at first sight, incompre- 
hensible. They inhabit a world 
where the key particles go by such 
names as “ quarks ”, “ gluons ” and 
“ gipsies ”, and where the most in- 
triguing properties oE chose particles 
relate to their “charm” and 
“ strangeness ”. 

In the latest of his roughly annual 
TV Science Specials, and the inevi- 
table associated book, Nigel Calder 
has set out to remove some of the 
mystery and to interpret those ar- 
cane muttering* for the layman. We 
were warned in advance, both by 
Radio Times and the BBC 2 announ- 
cer, to expect something rather more 
difficult than the usual fare from 
the box, and told that we should 
all really watch the programme 
again on the Sunday after its first 
showing, to catch the bits we missed 
first time, around. 

What we were not advised was to 
read the book before watching, the 
programme, yet in my experience 
this was tile only way most peoplo 
could have got anything -out of it. 
Using a two-hour special oil TV as a 
trailer for the book hardly makes 
sense in terms of the BBC’s as- 
sunied interests, white by. publishing 
the book in advance of the show at 
.least part of the potential audience 
might have 1 been sufficiently in- 
formed in advance to stay tunedj !

Tlie book on its own will be most 
useful to undergraduates in the phy- 
sical sciences and those so far past 
the undergraduate stage that, like 
myself, they hare lost touch with 
recent developments. Again, the 
lack of exciting visual material 
shows, but here it does not matter, 
and the presence of a wealth of 
diagrams Is genuinely relevant and 
useful.
